Chevrolet, pioneer automobile de- 
signer and one of the greatest of 
all racing drivers, died at his home 
here today. In the early days of

Hampshire, the latter voting by

Mandate by Land, Sea

ISTANBUL, June 5 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The Ankara radio said to- 
day that Germany is moving 
troops into Syria “by land, sea and 
air almost daily.”

Purchase, requisition, charter, or 
take over al) foreign ships lying 
idle in waters of the United States, 
including tho#e of the Philippines 
and Canal Zone. 

Operate any of @hém in the serv- 
ice of the United States directly 
or through an agent. 

Charter or lease any of them for 
foreign or coastwise se , but 
not to any belligerent government 
,without presidential approval. 

Document: the vessels under the 
laws of the United States or of a 
neutral -nation of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Make just compensation to the 
owners. 

Doesn’t Know About French Ships. 

Roosevelt said he did not know 
how many ships would be seized 
or which would be taken first. He 
said also he did not know whether 
any French vessels would be in- 
cluded. 

The measure, sponsored by the 
administration, provides that the 
Government can acquire ships by 
requisition or purchase or may 
charter them for the duration of 
the emergency. “Fair compensa- 
tion” would be made to the own- 
ers, but funds paid would be held 
in the Treasury ‘for possible appli- 
cation against foreign debts to this 
country. 

One restriction forbids the Gov- 
ernment from taking over, except 
by outright purchase, any vessels 
which actually were owned by a 
foreign government upon the out- 
break of the war, Sept. 3, 1939. 
Only an Italian tanker and a small 
Danish training ship fall into this 
category. 

Besides those two vessels, for- 
eign ships in American harbors 
are as follows: 35 Danish, 14 
French, two German, two Estonian, 
25 Italian, one Lithuanian and one 
Rumanian. The French vessels in- 
clude the giant luxury liner Nor- 
mandie, pride of France’s pre-war 
merchant fleet, which now is tied 
up in New. York.

LONDON, June 6.—On the eve 
of the crucial battle of the Near 
East, with the battle of the Atlan- 
tic already raging and with anoth- 
er carefully timed peace offensive 
confusing the minds of neutrals, 
the Churchill Government is be- 
ing called on to quell a row in 
its own backyard. 

At no time since Prime Minister 
Churchill came to power has there 
been so much criticism from so 
many directions. To perfectly logi- 
cal complaints against genuine 
mistakes of the Government, there 
has been added a surge of emo- 
tional criticism which seems neith- 
er logical nor just but which will 
have to be considered, in any 
case, when Churchill faces his crit- 
ics in Parliament. 

The current wave of dissatisfac- 
tion springs from three recent 
British setbacks: The retreat from 
Libya, the retreat from Greece, 
and the retreat from Crete, and 
to a very large extent it is the 
result of an unreasoning sense of. 
frustration and humiliation. 

Probable Rejoinder. 

Churchill probably will be able 
to argue with real conviction that 
those defeats, in themselves, were 
no worse than could have been ex- 
pected and that the situation in 
the Near East is now far more fa- 
vorable than it might have been. 
He may recall that only a year

The second charge, which is 
complementary to the first, comes 
from Australia. The Australians 
complain because their troops were 
sent to Greece and Crete without 
adequate fighter protection and 
without due consultation with the 
Australian Government. They feel 
that their forees were made to 
hold the bag for the British in 
both places. They are consequently 
insisting, first, that they have a 
bigger voice in making important 
decisions and, second, that their

HORE-BELISHA URGES COMMON 
BRITISH-AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP 


Single Allied Council Also Proposed to Direct 
‘Joint Industrial Effort—Handling of 
Crete Defense Assailed. 


EDINBURGH, June 6 (AP).— 
Former War Secretary Leslie 
Hore-Belisha proposed today rec- 
ognition of common citizenship by 
Great Britain, the British Empire 
and the United States as the “most 
hopeful assurance of the determi- 
nation of the democracies to estab- 


lish a new order.” 

Hore-Belisha also suggested that 
“the industrial effort of thé Brit- 
ish Empire and the United States, 
in order to reach its most inten- 
sive pitch and fullest scope, should 
be directed as the military effort 
of France and Britain was directed 
in the last war—by a single Allied 
council fortified by expert knowl- 
edge.” 

The proposals were made in a 
speech before the Scottish Na- 
tional Association. 

Hore-Belisha sharply criticised 
the Government’s handling of the 
defense of Crete, which he charac- 
terized as a military disaster. 

“We suffer defeat after defeat,” 
he said, “and always for the same 
reasons—lack of appreciation, lack 
of preparation and imperfect exe- 
cution of the project. Each reverse 
is glossed over by the same series 
of incompatible explanations, and 
the narcotic of false confidence in 
the future is invariably applied.... 

“The bare description of what 
our Imperial forces have under- 
gone in Crete arouses not only the 
deepest emotion but the most seri- 
ous foreboding. 

“Among gll ‘the confusing rea- 
sons given for this tragic expeéri- 
ence the most revealing and con- 
vincing is the bland confession by 
the spokesman of the Air Ministry 
that the idea of successful invasion

of the island by air-borne troops 
was scouted, 

“Naturally you do not prepare 
against that which has never eén- 
tered your mind, although it must 
have been obvious from the first 
from what happened at Narvik, 
Rotterdam and elsewhere that this 
was the first contingency against 
which safeguards should have been 
taken.” 

“Now that we have lost Crete do 
not let us tolerate that kind of 
soporific propaganda which has 
told us that ‘whatever the out- 
come of the battle of Crete it has 
undoubtedly justified itself.’” 

Hore-Belisha spoke without wait- 
ing for resumption of Parliament, 
when a public debate on Crete will 
be the first order of business. 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill | 
and Sir Archibald Sinclair, Secre- 
tary of State for Air, or War Min- 
ister Capt. H. D. R. Margesson, 
will answer critics, but no motion 
for a test vote of confidence is ex- 
pected. 

Turning to the home front, 
Hore-Belisha said “productivity in 
factories and docks is falling at 
an alarming rate...

Text of President's Order. 


The text of the President’s or- 
der authorizing the commission to 
take over foreign ships: 

“Whereas Section 1 of the act of 
Congress entitled ‘An Act to Au- 
thorize the Acquisition by the Unit- 
ed States of Title to or the Use 
of Domestic or Foreign Merchant

Rules for Operation. 

“2. Without limiting the author- 
ity of the commission under the 
provisions of sections 3, 4 and 5 
of the said act of Congress or 
under any other provision of law, 
the commission is authorized and 
directed, to such extent and upon 
such terms and conditions as the 
commission shall deem desirable 
and conducive to the national de- 
fense: 

(A) To operate any or all of 
such vessels, either directly or 
by agent, in any service of the 
United States, or in any com- 
merce, foreign or coastwise. 

(B) To charter or lease any 
or all of such vessels to any 
persons for operation in any 
service of the United States, or

18, 1939, by a jury in Circuit 
Judge Joseph J. Ward’s court last 
night. Punishment was fixed by 
the jury at 30 years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Two statements in which Pillow 
admitted beating Richards, who 
sometimes employed him at small

SENSE’ COURT RULES 


Elimination of incompetent 
Judges and changes in the law ‘to 


make unrealistic rules conform to } 


the common-sense viewpoint of in- 
telligent jurors are needed to im- 
prove instructions by Judges to 
juries, Judge Royal A. Stone of 
the Minnesota Supreme Court said 
today in. an address at the open- 
ing of Washington University’s 
first Alumni Institute. He grad- 
uated from Washington’s law 
school in 1897. ‘ 

He said that he could not agree 
with opinions that jurors were 
“dumb” and should be criticised 
for ignoring court instructions 
based on “nonsénsical” law. 

“Instructions to juries can be 
made satisfactory, workable and 
efficacious,” he said, “only in pro- 
portion as they give to juries rules 
against which the conscience of 
the ordinary man and woman will 
not be in stubborn and ethically 
well-founded rebellion.” 

As an example he cited the rule 
that a creditor cannot release one 
of several joint debtors without 
automatically releasing the others. 
He said the creditor should be able 
to release a debtor who paid his 
share of the debt and reserve his 
cause of action against the others 
for the unpaid amount.

Although Yoshizawa had _ said 
previously that the negotiations 
were teetering on a “precipice,” 
with implications of danger to 
friendly relations unless the Dutch 
substantially bowed to Japan’s 
wishes, he Said today he would 
have to. study the Dutch reply 
more closely. 

To Seek Clarification, 

Yoshizawa explained this appar- 
ent change of position by saying: 

“The Dutch answer leaves room 
for clarification and interpretation, 
put no further negotiating.” 

He said it was not impossible 
that Tokyo would recall him 
promptly, but meanwhile he intend- 
ed to seek further clarifying com- 
ment from the chief Dutch nego- 
tiator, H. J. Van Mook.

Nazi Planes Leaving Iraq. 

Referring to the recent passage 
of German warplanes to Iraq, via 
Syrian air bases which are Ger- 
many’s to control under the arm- 
istice terms, he said that the same 
planes now were returning.

The vaccine is sprayed into the 
nose, instead ef being injected un- 
der the skin or administered by 
mouth—methods previously shown 
to be unsatisfactory. 

Dr. Theodore E. Walsh, head of 
the department of otolaryngology 
at Washington University, St. 
Louis, said 74 per cent of patients 
observed over an eight-year period 
were free of colds following this 
treatment, tried after experiments 
on rabbits. Ten per cent showed 
marked improvement and 16 per 
cent were not benefited. 

Outline of Treatment. 

The treatment involves building 
up tissue immune to the disease: 
producing bacteria. After the vac- 
cine of bacteria taken from the 
ears, nose and throat is applied 
to the mucous lining of the Hose, 
both the blood and the tissues 
fight the germs. | 

The tissues build up white cor- 
puscles to combat the invading 
bacteria and the blood forms a 
counteractive substance. 

Dr.. Walsh said the. nose has 
two defenses against the invading 
germs: the “front line,” or the mu- 
cous blanket and the hairy tissue 
covering it; and the “second line” 
of natura] immune responses of 
tissues. 


“The virus unsupported by sec- 
ondary invaders is short-lived,” Dr. 
Walsh declared. “If there is suf- 
ficient immunity against second- 


He contended vaccine. injections 
and oral administrations were fail- 
ures because they cannot build 
sufficient protective substance in 
the vulnerable nasal tissue. 


Experiments on rabbits .showed 
that vaccine applied in the nose 
produced more protective sub’ 
stance in the nasal mucous mem- 
brane and the blood serum than 
in the spleen, liver and other tis- 
sues, The same vaccine injected 
‘under the rabbit’s skin produced 
more protective substance in the 
spleen than in the mucous mem- 
brane and blood serum.

One political. correspondent as- 
serted that “the serious defeat in 
Crete has bitten deeply into the 
prestige of the British Govern- 
ment,” and added: “The confidence 
of responsible members of all par- 
ties has been seriously shaken and 
the demand for an imperial war 
council has. been growing steadily.” 

The situation caused by report- 
ed German troop movements in 
Syria was regarded as particularly 
serious because of the probability 
that counter-measures by Britain 
might embroil .it in war with 
France.

“Britain Can Lose War.”

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ENVOY TELLS HOW. 


CHINA HAS WAGED! 
WAR FOR 4 YEARS 


Recalls to St. Louis Audi- 
ence the Assistance From. 
U. S., ‘Sometimes Be- 
yond Legal Power.’ 

- Dr. Hu Shih, Chinese Ambassador 


to the United States, told a din- 
ner audience of 300 at Hotel Chase 


last night, how China has been | 


able to “take it” for four years of 


Japanese invasion, through its 
great area, vast population, his- 
torical unity as a nation, growing 
industrialization, and outside as- 
sistance. Timely aid from the 
United States, extended sometimes 
in ways beyond the Government's 
legal power, was declared by Dr. 
Hu to have been “an injection of 
digitails to a sinking heart.” 

The dinner was given by. the 
St. Louis Regional Committee of 
United China Relief, Inc., of which 
William H. Danforth is honorary 
chairman, and Dr. Harvey J. How- 
ard and Mrs. Harold E. Wood- 
ward co-chairman. The committee 
has undertaken to raise $100,000 in 
St. Louis, in addition to the con- 
tributions of the local Chinese col- 
ony. The colony of 400 persons, 
Mayor William Dee Becker an- 
nounced, with 240 of its members 
employed, has raised $80,000 thus 
far. 

The Ambassador, educated at 
Cornell and Columbia Universities, 
is a ready speaker with almost 
perfect command of English. Dr. 
Howard, in introducing him, said 
his ability was so widely recog- 
nized that when he came to the 
United States as Ambassador, “the 
Japanese sent men in the 
attempt to match him.” 


“Time Is Our Weapon.” 


“China, with no navy, little air 
force, poorly equipped army, and 
imperfect industrial system, has 
been fighting four years next 
month,” the Ambassador said, “and 
today is one of the two nations 
still holding out against aggres- 
sion. China has lost its coast 
cities, and the cities on the 
Yangtze River, but China still re- 
tains more than 90 per cent of its 
territory. One American writer 
Says Japan has taken only 1 per 
cent of the territory of China; the 
highest estimate by a neutral writ- 
er is 16 per cent; I think 10 is 
probably too high. 

“China’s great space gives the 
nation time. Time is our weapon 
against blitzkrieg—a weapon that 
the nations of Europe, with their 
comparatively small spaces, did 
not have. Then, too, our popula- 
tion is 450,000,000, about six times 
the population of Japan, and Chi- 
na’'s military man power is greater 
now than four years ago. 

“No one questions China’s na- 
tional unity now; but it is some- 
times said that this unity is the 
result of Japanese aggression. 
Men and women of Missouri, do 
not believe such a falsehood as 
that! Our unity is the result of 
living for 21 centuries, from 220 
B. C, to the present, under one 
empire, one written language, one 
historical culture.” 

Here the speaker told of his 
work and that of other Chinese 
educators, in 1916-19, in gaining 
literary and official recognition 
for the simpler form of the Chi- 
nese language, which then had its 
own literature, and was the speech 
of 75 per cent of the Chinese. This 
language has been taught in the 
Chinese schools for more than 20 
years, and Dr. Howard compared

the service of its sponsors to that 
rendered by Chaucer in the devel- 
opment of the English language. 
Dr. Hu said this was too 
praise, and that what he and his 
colleagues had done was compar- 
able to taking the letter u out of 
the word “honor,” still spelled 
“honour” in England; or like do- 
ing away with the literary taboo 
against split infinitives. 


Transfer of Industry. 


Industrialization of China, a 
wartime development, cannot be 
publicized in detail, the speaker 
said, because “the enemy com- 
mands the air.” He told of the 
transfer of a large tonnage of 
heavy machinery from exposed 
cities to remote districts, of the 
creation of new industries needed 
for defense, and of increased min- 
eral, coal and oil production. “We 
have discovered things that China 
was not known to~have before, in- 
cluding asbestos and aluminum,” 
he said. 


i “We have provided new machin- 
ery for refining oil, in the interior 
2000 miles from the sea.” 

As to outside assistarice, he said: 
“It makes a world’ of difference 
whether we are fighting with the 
approval or the condemnation of 
the civilized world.” 


Besides the United States, he 
credited Great Britain, France and 
Soviet Russia with substantial as- 
sistance, such as credits, supplies, 
maintenance of trade routes or air 
lanes. American assistance, he 
said, “has sometimes been within 
your law, and sometimes has 
stretched or gone beyond the law. 
Your government has pretended 
not to know that a war was going 
on, and so has made loans other- 
wise forbidden by your neutrality 
law.” 


The loans, he said, Came at the 
times of greatest need, as in the 
case of the $25,000,000 credit after 
the fall of Canton, when Chinese 
spirits were low. He said China 
would “fight on for years, and will 
win with your help.” 


William McClellan, president of 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
spoke of the work of the Chinese 
Ling Yan University, of which he 
is a trustee. A group of eight 
Chinese children, the youngest be- 
ing tiny 5-year-old Rosemary Eng, 
recited a playlet, “Hello, Dawn,” 
in which they were coached by 
Harold Bassage.

TANK BUILT AT ST, CHARLES 
FOR ARMY READY FOR TESTING 


Fifteen to Be Finished Daily When 
Full Production Is Reached; 
Work Delayed for Armor. 

A 12-ton army tank, the first 
assembled at the American Car & 
Foundry Co, plant at St. Charles, 
has rolled off the production line 


and is ready for testing, plant of- | 


ficials disclosed today. ‘The com- 
pany has orders for 1000 of the 
tanks, known as the M3 model, 
or “light” tanks. 

Equipped with rubber treads and 
capable of speeds up to 35. miles 
an hour, the tank will be driven 
on a 75-mile test run over high- 
ways near St. Charles goon. Light 
machine guns are to be installed, 
and after the tests are completed 
the machines will be taken to the 
Rock Island Arsenal, Rock Island, 
Ill., for installation of 37-millimeter 
cannon. 

Thirteen more tanks are in 
process of assembly.

HOMES oiTE APPROVED 


45 Acres on Edge of Missouri 
City to Be Used for 
140 Dwellings.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Feder- 
al Works Administrator John M. 
Carmody has approved the site for 
a defense housing project at St. 
Charles, Mo. 

The project consists of 45 acres 
between Oak and Boone avenues, 
south of Perry street on the edge 
of the city.

Senator Adams (Dem.),, Colo- 
rado, said he could not conceive of 
a project valuable to defense which 
would require four years for com- 
pletion. The seaway, as distinct 
from the power development, would 
benefit only one section of the 
courttry,. he asserted, at. the ex- 
pense of the entire nation and to 
the detriment of other regions. 

On the other hand, Chairman 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee, who has opposed the project 
in the past, said the development 
proposal would’ have to be re-ex- 
amined in the light of the Presi- 
dent’s message.

of the Robert Campbell house. Living 
outside St. Louis, I do not desire to com- 
ment on the Art Museum’s purchase of 
foreign antiques, but I am simply inter- 
ested in the preservation of early Amer- 
ican antiques that are of interest to mil- 
lions of average Americans. 

We folks of the West have not real- 
ized until recently the desirability of 
preserving our historic landmarks or of 
the great interest of a great mass of our 
people in the way our great-grandpar- 
ents lived. 

St. Louis has as many noteworthy and 
interesting places for the sight-seer as 
any city in the West, and the Chamber 
of Commerce has advertised them far 
and wide with a very fine and beautiful 
pictorial leaflets, but St. Louis is one 
of the most famous and historic cities 
in America, and more of its early land- 
marks should be preserved, especially 
when the landmark can be preserved 
with the actual furniture used by a man 
who helped to make St. Louis the great 
trading point it is today. 

I am the chairman of the Municipal 
Board in charge of the Mark Twain 
Home and Museum in Hannibal. The 
city has owned the home since 1912, but 
until the board was appointed a few 
years ago, no attempt was made to fur- 


We have recently furnished it in the 
period of Tom Sawyer, but unfortunate- 
ly it was impossible to get any of the 
original Clemens furniture. 

Nevertheless, many thousands of peo- 
ple visit the home every year and en- 
joy not only the Mark Twain environ- 
ment, but the pre-Civil War atmosphere 
of its furnishings.

mobile Workers’ Union at the large Ingleside (Cal.)

Corporation. This company has $196,000,000 in de· 


fense orders from the United States and British gcv-, 
ernments and employs more than 11,000 men. fs 

The strike, which put 1500 men on the picket line 
and halted all work, is an exhibition of labor union 
outlawry because it violates a no-work-stoppage 
agreement which the union and the company entered 
into as recently as May 27. This agreement “bound 
the parties to a pledge that during the pendency of, 
the wage dispute between the union and the company 
before the National Defense Mediation Board, there 
would be “no stoppage of work or interference in 
any way with production.” 

This was a proper pledge, one which recognized 
the critical state of the world and the urgency of 
pushing the national defense program and aid to 
Britain with all possible speed. It was a pledge 
which didnot in any way weaken the union's re- 
quests for wage increases; indeed, so patriotic an 
agreement could only make public good will for the 
union. 

Yet the union has now turned its back on the 
agreement and called its men from their posts in 
this defense work. In doing so, the union not only 
breaks its word, it also repudiates the National De- 
fense Mediation Board by walking out while nego- 
tiations are in progress. 

The seriousness of this styke from the standpoint 
of the defense program should be as apparent to the 
workers as it ig to the public. For the North Amer- 
ican Aviation Corporation is one of the country’s 
chief plane producers. In one’month this year, it 
turned out 223 planes, 22.9 per cent of the nation’s 
output for that month, virtually a fourth of the total. 

Or, to put it even more graphically, as an official 
of the company said after the walkout: “One idle 
day in this plant means 10 planes less in democ- 
racy’s air strength.” 

This stoppage of warplane manufacture is of a 
piece with the strike of the AFL and CIO machin- 
ists in San Francisco, which tied up a half-billion- 
dollar program of ship construction. For the ma- 
chinists, like the airplane workers, entered into a 
pledge not to stop work during the defense emer- 
gency. : 

Strikes such as these are direct invitations to 
drastic labor regulatory action in Washington. 
The risk that unions run in calling them became 
immediately apparent at the national capital. Sen- 
ator Bridges of New Hampshire proposed a Federal 
ban on strikes unless a majority of workers in a 
plant voted for one in a Government-supervised elec- 
tion. He demanded that President Roosevelt mean- 
while take executive action to put an end to work 
stoppage in defense industries. 

Sénator Connally of Texas was even stronger in 
his denunciation of strikes such as those in Cali- 
fornia. Describing a strike in a plant holding de- 
fense orders as “in effect a strike against the United 
States Government,” he introduced a bill to authorize 
the Federal Government to take over defense plants 
where strikes or “other labor disturbances” threat- 
ened defense orders. 

In the House, Representatives Rich of Pennsyl- 
vania and Lambertson of Kansas, were among those 
who called for anti-defense strike action, now that 
the total of idle workers in defense production plants 
had reached a record high mark of 52,800. 

If labor union leaders are wise, they will break no 
more no-work-stoppage pledges. 

The American people will not stand for outlaw 
strikes which jeopardize national defense,

SECRET BALLOT PROGRESS. 

The 97-to-9 vote in the Missouri House puts the 
secret ballot bill half-way through the Legislature.

That certainly is the profitable course for them, 
since Commissioner Tucker has announced that there 
will be no letting down of the bars, The exigencies 
of the defense crisis may make it somewhat difficult 
to obtain smokeless fuel next winter. However, St. 
Louis is meeting that possibility by buying its fuel 
now, not by resigning itself to the return of old- 
fashioned winters.

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BETTER REFERENCES NEEDED. 
It is nice to hear from Leland Stewe some of the 


‘details on how rapidly we are making a success of

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OPPORTUNITY FOR BRITISH LABOR, 

The British Labor party, once a stronghold of 
pacifism, is pacifistic no longer. Since the start of 
the Spanish Civil War, the Labor party has been 
the nation’s most reliable opponent of Hitler. Un- 
like many of the Conservatives, Labor early appre- 
ciated the meaning and menace of Hitler. It saw 
what the was doing to the trade unions. It saw 
what he was doing to freedom of speech and wor- 
ship. It saw these things happening just across the 
Channel. 

It is quite in character for the annual Labor 
party conference at this point to vote 2,430,000 to 
19,000 for no compromise with Hitler. That the 
war must be pursued to its end is a logical and nat- 
ural position for Labor. There can be no permanent 
peace, the conference says, short of “total victory.” 

We hope the Labor party doesn’t.stop here, how- 
ever. As the World War demonstrated, permanent 
peace is not automatically guaranteed by “total vic- 
tory.” Victory for tolerance and humanitarianism 
and for social and economic vision must follow tri- 
umph over the submarines and tanks and Stukas. 
The British Labor party is in a ‘position to know 


this. It appraised and opposed most of the political | 


and economic follies of the post-Versailles period. 
Labor has no sympathy with the old balance-of- 
power and colonial-exploitation theories. 

Will the Labor conference supplement its stand 
for war until victory with a pronouncement on the 
kind of world that must arise to validate the vic- 
tory? A clear voice is needed to cut through the 
thick fog bank laid down by Anthony. Eden the other 
night. : 
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It's Mr. Ickes’ job to oil up the defense machiue. 
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RESPONSIBILITY FOR RESULTS. 

The defense effort will not be .helped- by an un- 
reasoning search for scapegoats, but men in respon- 
sible positions should be required to get results or 
show @ satisfactory reason why they are not doing 
so. Senator Connally of Texas saéys the Defense In- 
vestigating Committee, of which he is a member, is 
ready to “put the skids” under any official responsi- 
ble for not speeding up the arms program. 

This 1s being realistically tough. In England, 
where confidence in Prime Minister Churchill has 
abounded, there are demands that the war effort 
be reappraised and that unfit subordinates be ruth- 
lessly weeded out. A dose of the same might be 
desirable for us. 

Mistaken tenderness for indfvidual feelings is a 
luxury’ we can no longer afford. A realistic self- 
searching must be under way at all times. It will 
serve a fine purpose so long as the quest for results 
does not brim over into a mere hunt for scalps.

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REMINISCING AT THE OLD MEN’S CLUB. 
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How Germany Is Building an Empire 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Since the war began, Nazis have been welding Europe into an 
empire, united economically, financially and politically, writer says; 
new boundaries give large racial groups a stake in German vic- 
tory; only invasion of Continent could shatter the close-knit union. 


Demaree Bess, European Correspondent, in the Saturday Evening Post. 


INCE this war began, the Germans 
7 have been carrying out two tremendous 

tasks simultaneously. They have been 
fighting their war, and they have been 
building their empire. Because the war is 
more dramatic, it has monopolized world 
attention, but Germany's empire. building 
is no less important. 

From June, 1940, until April, 1941, Ger- 
many’s land armies did no fighting, but 
millions of German soldiers were unceas- 
ingly busy during all that period. 

What were they doing? Some of them 
were practicing for future campaigns, but 


others were helping consolidate their new 


empire. They were building fortifications 
in a dozen European countries, designed to 
withstand internal as well external as- 
saults. They were swiftly diarming the 
people of occupied countries. They were 
creating colonial conditions in Europe. 

The fate of this new empire depends 
upon the outcome of the war, but the out- 
comie of the war also is likely to be influ- 
enced by the success of the empire. 

Ever since the fall of France, thousands 
of German experts have been making and 
applying plans for the co-ordinated exploi- 
tation of European labor and production. 
They have been figuring out how to grow 
crops everywhere in Europe to make the 
continent as self-sufficient as possible. 

They are unifying transportation systems 
by building new links. They are arranging 
barter trade agreements among all Eu- 
ropean countries, with Berlin as the central 
clearing house. They are reorganizing 
financial systems to disregard gold. - 

German political experts also have been 
working day and night. They have redrawn 
the map of Europe, taking territory from 
some countries and giving it to others. 

Unlike the winners of the last World 
War, they are making territorial, economic 
and political adjustments while they are 
still waging war—and thus they have given 
large European groups a vested interest in 
ultimate German victory. 

* + — 


Of course, this empire building has also 
aroused hostilities as bitter as any created 
by German warfare itself. Millions of Bu- 
ropeans have been dispossessed and other 
millions have been placed under native gov- 
ernments which they despise and hate. But 
the Germans have taken harsh measures 
to paralyze these hostile millions. They have 
struck ruthlessly wherever and whenever 
sabotage or opposition appeared. 

The very ruthlessness of these police 


methods also has unified the German peo-. 


ple as nothing else could have done. The 
Germans are too’ intelligent not to know 
that whole races are in a mood to massacre 
the Germans if ever they get the chance. 


Fear of what defeat would mean for every. 


German has united them all today, steeling 

them to fight on inexorably and desperate- 

ly for victory. 
That was the condition in Europe last 


March when Yugoslavia and Greece defied 


Ge y- The Germans had turned Eu- 
rope into an empire at breakneck speed 
and with utter ruthlessness. That empire 
was so new it was still very shaky. It was 


full of hatred and potential rebellions, and | 


it was subject to all the strains imposed 
by a desperate war. The empire builders 
could keep their new colonies in line only 
by convincing their peoples that revolts 
were hopeless and sire to prove fatal. 

. of the peculiarities of modern 


undeclared warfare, hundreds of Ameri- 
cans have been permitted to remain inside 
the new German empire long after the 
United States reached the stage of undis- 
guised hostility to Germany. Most of these 
Americans are specialists who were sent to 
Europe for the purpose of getting specific 
information which we needed. 

In the course of my travels, I have met 
most of these American specialists and have 
discovered that they have had one common 
experience which has bewildered them: 
When they sent warnings to their home 
offices that Germany was successfully con- 
solidating its new empire, they have found 
themselves in the unhappy role of the cour- 
iers of ancient kings. 

In older days, it will be remembered, 
when the king’s messenger brought him 
unwelcome news, the king cried, “Off with 
his head!” 

In our country, where the people are 
king, they, too have demanded to hear only 
what they wanted to hear and have shout- 
ed for the annihilation of their own mes- 
sengers who brought them unwelcome re- 
ports. And many of our political leaders 
in Washington have followed the same pro- 
cedure. 

* * > 

One of my friends, who served in Berlin 
for several years as a representative 
of our Government, told me he was de- 
lighted when he was transferred to an- 
other post this spring. His chances for 
promotion, he explained, were gravely re- 
tarded as long as he remained in Germany. 

“How’s that?” I asked in surprise. “Isn’t 
Berlin the most important post in Europe 
today?” 

“Yes,” he replied, “but my work requires 
me to make political reports, and that 
means my curve is more likely to move 
down than up. When I predict another 
German success, My curve goes down, be- 
Cause my superiors don't want to believe 
such predictions. But if I were to take 
the opposite line and predict German fail- 
ures, my curve would go down anyway, be- 
cause events would prove me wrong.” , 

One favorite theory in Washington has 
been that the German empire can be over- 
thrown by half-measures. Our American 
specialists in Europe have attempted, in 
the face of repeated rebuffs, to reveal the 
fallacies in that comfortable theory. 

They have insisted that Germany was 
steadily consolidating her European empire 
until it had reached a point where it was 
not likely to be shattered by anything less 
than all-out war. * 

And what does all-out war mean? § It 
means an expeditionary force landed some- 
where on the European continent. It means 
an expeditionary force vaster, more costly 
and more dangerous than any known in 
the past. Will American soldiers be called 
upon to take part in such an expeditionary 
force? The answer seems to be implicit 
in recent events, 

We have committed ourselves more and 
more deeply in Europe. Last March our 
representatives pledged us to rescue Yugo- 
slavia and Greece. There is little evidence 
in Europe that such a rescue will be pos- 
sible without American soldiers,

created a very convincing fiction. 
Their show, in more. or less. con- 
ventional opera style, still has un- 
expected events and presents a 
hero: whose problem is whether, as 
attorney, to serve a group of poor 
home owners or a wicked steam- 
boat corporation.

But there are some surprises 
there, too, and the very last scene 
of the o ta is necessary to tell 
the whole’ story and-clinch the 
theme, For this reason “New Or- 
leans” has .more drama than is 
usually provided for a night in the 
Municipal Theater. 

Romberg’s songs for the show, 
in which Hammerstein shares with 
lyrics, are, however, the thing to 
be talked about today. There are 
17 in all, covering a wide range of 
subjects and moods and embel- 
lished with very slick and up-to- 
date orchestration. 

“My Girl: and I” seems to be 
just romantic enough,. and the 
lyrics just right, for dance bands 
to take it to their bosoms in the 
coming months. And what they 
can do to it—when the saxophones 
get busy with it, it's irresistible. 
“Lordy,” the coimposer’s pet, is a 
Negro lullaby which takes more 
hearing but which perhaps is a 
better tune. It could fit into “Por- 
gy and Bess” and deserve its space. 

“Let Me Live Today” and “This 
Night Will Seem Long Ago” are 
Grade A Romberg, things to sing 
with all your heart when you know 
them and Municipal Opera's sing- 
ing choruses make them gorgeous. 

The show abounds in comedy 
numbers—“Observe the Bee,” not 
quite naughty, but near enough, 
“The Men Are In the Dining 
Room,” “Let’s Play We're Having 
Fun,” “The Duello” and “She Got 
Him.” The entire score shows a 
bent toward’ syncopation and 
Southern rhythm and is just about 
as far toward Basin Street as Mr. 
Romberg will permit himself to go.

HIS is only ane example of a 
T phenomenon so common in

ter was of vital importance, since 
the British needed trained radio 
men to manage the secret device 
by which their “cat's eye” fighters 
find and destroy German bombers 
in the nighttime air. The British 


‘supply of trained radio men was 


completely inadequate, and they 
had nowhere to turn but this coun- 
try. 
Considering the trend of Ameri- 
can policy, and the importance of 
the case, a prompt response to the 
British request might have been 
anticipated. The President, to 
whom the problem was taken,, gave 
the green light for quick action. 
But the Government lawyers at 
the State Department and else- 
where, got the problem into their 
hands, and chewed’*it over, lovingly 
rolling on their tongues every triv- 
ial difficulty, until many months 
had passed. Before they could be 
satisfied, a new, ostensibly civilian 
branch of the R. A. F. had to be 
established, in order to receive 
American technicians recruited as 
civilian experts. They might never 
have been satisfied at all, if As- 
sistant Secretary of State Dean G. 
Acheson had not intervened. But 
now the radio men are to be of- 
fered their chance to serve—some 
months too late.

The first save-for-defense month 
poured $441,782,000 into the United 
States Treasury. 

In other terms, the receipts for 
May were the equivalent of the 
price of 20 cruisers or 100 destroy- 
ers or 4000 pursuit planes or 1000 
long-range bombers. 

Secretary Morgenthau told the 
nation so last night in a radio 
report on the progress of the cam- 
paign. He said $438,230,000 had 
come from sale of bonds and $3,- 
552,000 from defense savings 
stamps. The number of bonds 
sold exceeded a million and the 
number of stamps was almost 10 
millions. 

“A wonderful start,” Morgenthau 
said, “more than any of us at the 
Treasury had dared to expect... . 
We must keep up the good work 
from now on.”

Pitcher’s Sore Shoulder May 


Turn Out to 


Be Osteochonditis 


CLEVELAND, June 6 (AP).—The baseball pitcher who gets a 
“catch” in his shoulder on his hard throws may be suffering from 


osteochondritis. 


He calls it a “sore shoulder,” but 
a doctor might find it’s caused by 
a deposit of bone on the lower 
edge of the socket in which the 
ball of the arm moves. 

Dr. George E. Bennett, associate 
professor of orthopedic surgery at 
Johns Hopkins University School 
of Medicine, said yesterday the 
disability results from the exces- 
sive use of the arm and the tre- 
mendous pull of the muscles and 
tendons. 

One of baseball’s foremost fans 
in the medical profession, Dr. Ben- 
nett has treated scores of pitchers 
for this and other arm and shoul- 
der ailments, 

In a paper prepared for delivery 
before the American Medical As- 
socation, he described the bone 
growth in the arm socket as a dis- 
ability seen only in baseball pitch- 
ers, 

The bone deposit resembles 
those in older persons with arth- 
ritis. It causes no pairi or discom- 

for normal function, and the 
can throw at moderate 
speed—but not fast.

‘The 
Pitcher may be able to tell you 
the day and the pitch when he 
suffered the sudden pain in the 
back of his shoulder. The pain 
persists and he throws ‘hard’ only 
a few innings when the pain be- 
comes so great that the arm feels

‘Wheeler said a military invasion 
of this country was a “myth or a 
bugaboo” and asserted that if this 
country became involved in the 
war we “would emerge from the 
world struggle a ravaged nation, 
disheartened, disillusioned and bit- 
ter.” 

Wheeler said he believed “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt—though he has led 
us to the brink of war—is mightily 
and stubbornly resisting warmong- 
ers who would push us into the 
cauldron of hate and blood ....

She got a look- 
in, though, and told the other 
women, and they agreed that they 
should do something about it. 

It. remained, however, for a man 
to tel] them what to do. J. P. 
Porter, editor of the Middletown 
Chips, suggested that the women 
take over. The idea took and 
when election time came around 
in April, 1939, there was a “Moth- 
ers’ Ticket,” as it was named, in 
opposition to the men. — 

Mrs. Gartman went over to the 
women’s side and the men, to 
make the issue sharp, named a 
man in her place on their ticket. 
On the women’s ticket were Mrs. 
Gartman, Mrs. Maggie McDonald, 
Mrs. Grace Chandler, Mrs. Zoe 
Chapman, and Mrs. Georgia. Keith- 
ly, for trustees, and Mrs. Cornelia 
McKelvey, for clerk. 

It was a hot election. The men 
asked for votes on the ground that 
they were men and therefore best 
qualified to run the town. The 
women promised that if they were 
put in they would run the town 
better than the men had been run- 
ning it. In the background there 
was a wet-dry issue, for it was 
intimated that the men had been 
too lenient in the matter of the 
tavern tax. The women said that 
if they were elected they would fix 
that. Citizens opposed on prin- 
ciple to taverns sided with them.

As a starter toward getting 
money into the treasury, the wom- 
en doubled the tavern license, a 
measure which met with the high 
approval of the dry element.

License fees were fixed for all 
branches of business, including 
filling stations. Itinerant peddlers 
and traveling shows were com- 
pelled to pay. 

Complaints against: the women’s 
way of doing things were sur- 
prisingly few. The money was 
needed, the women said, to put 
the village household in order and 
keep it running. 

“"Ve can’t run the town without 
money any more than a house can 
be run without money,” the men 
were told, and they said yes, they 
supposed that was so. Married 
men most of them, they were ac- 
customed to the idea of having 
their wives assess them for house- 
hold expenses and fell in with the 
idea of being assessed for village 
expenses. The money came in, 
slowly at first, increasing in vol- 
ume as time passed,

RS. McDONALD was again 
MV crosen as Mayor by the other 


trustees. The “Mothers,” tak-

tinue their policies, bore down 
harder on delinquents and in- 
creased the village revenues. 

By the end of the second year 
the record that had been made, 
coupled with the remembrance of 
the two-to-one vote at the previous 
election, convinced the men that 
they did not: have a chance to get 
back into power. So, at the third 
election, they did not put up a 
ticket. The trustees and clerk who 
had served the second year were re- 
elected for the third year. Mrs. 
MeDonald was inclined to decline 
a third term in the mayoralty, but 
she was reminded that there was 
a precedent in the re-election of 
President Roosevelt, so she con- 
sented to continue serving in the 
Mayor’s chair. 

As matters stand now the women 
feel that they have a right to point 
with pride to what they have done.

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“We only owe $1500 now,” she 
says, “and we plan to pay that 
off at the rate of at least $250 a 
year.” 

From the way the business men 
talk the women are likely to re 
main in control until the debt has 
been cleared, if not longer. 

Mrs. McKelvey’s explanation of 
how the money is raised is sim- 
plicity itself. 

“We watch the little things,” she 
says, “just like we watch the lit- 
tle things in our own homes. We 
collect what is coming to the vil- 
lage in taxes and license fees, pay 
our bills for electric lights and 
street repairs and lay aside some- 
thing every month toward the re- 
tirement of the bonds. It will be 
a happy day for all the people of 
Middletown when we are out of 
debt.” 7 

Mrs. McKelvey beams her satis- 
faction when she is asked about 
her duties as collector. 

“It is a pleasure,” she says, “to 
collect the taxes and license fees. 
All that I have to do is present 
the bills and the money is prompt- 
ly paid.” 

Mayor McDonald, with a con- 
sciousness of duty well done, is 
willing to serve as long as the 
trustees, in their wisdom, place 
the responsibility upon her. She 
is the wife of the Rev. S. E. 
McDonald, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, who serves churches in the 
surrounding country. Mrs. McKel- 
vey is the wife of T. E. McKelvey, 
a retired farmer. Mrs. Smith's 
husband is the village blacksmith. 
Forest Keithly, husband of Mrs. 
Keithly, is a farm operator who 
lives in town. Mrs. Gartman’s 
husband died'a year ago.

West made his bid as a defensive 
measure, hoping to drive the oppo- 
nents out of a contract which he 
was none too sanguine about de- 


‘feating. North, with a good six- 


card minor suit and an honor count 
of two and one-half tricks, jumped 
to the conclusion that nine tricks 
would be almost sure at no trump. 
He did not worry sufficiently over 
his singleton HWeart, feeling that 
South would be sure to stop that 
suit. As a matter of fact, five dia- 
monds would have been a much 
safer contract. 

West opened the five of hearts; 
East went up with the king, and 
returned the jack. Right here the 
fate of the contract hung. 

I fear that many players in de 
clarer’s position would duck to 
the second heart lead, hoping 
against hope that West’s two heart 
overcall had been based on a 
seven-card suit. This would mean 
that East had started with K J 
blank and that West could not 
overtake the jack except at the 
expense of establishing South's 
queen. With no other guide, this 
would not be a bad play on South’s 
part. But the point is that South 
did have another, and highly val- 
uable, guide, namely, the Rule of 
Eleven. 

West’s opening lead (which sure- 
ly there was no reason to suspect 
was false) had advertised that 
there were six cards outstanding 
in the North, East and South hands 
higher than the five spot. (This 
figure is, of course, derived by de- 
ducting the spot of the opening 
lead from the set figure of eleven.) 
Declarer could see one card in 
dummy and two in his own hand 
higher than the five. This left 
three for East; hence East’ could 
not have had the K J blank. That 
being the case, there was only one 
hope and that was that the heart 
suit might be blocked. To duck 
the jack would, be futile; to cover 
might win if East’s remaining: 
heart were the ten spot. 

As may be seen, declarer was 
lucky that this condition actually 
held true, but, in covering and 
playing for that one chance, he 
deserved his luck.
